B.C. to Spend $1,000,000 on Nanaimo’s Newcastle Island

.NANAIMO — Preliminary plans for a 
$1,000,000 park development. whjfh would make 
Nanaimo's Newcastle Island the outstanding pro¬ 
vincial park in all of Canada, have been disclosed 
by Recreation Minister Earle Westw’ood. 


A start will be made this winter, if Nanaimo 
city council approves the preliminary plan, Mr. 
Westwood told this reporter during a walk around 
the island. 

He' said that while no actual cost estimates 
have been made, development over a period of 
years "may cost $1,009)000.'’ 


The 750-acre Newcastle Island, three-quarters 
the size of Vancouver’s Stanley Park, w'as pur¬ 
chased by the City of Nanaimo in 1955 from the 
CPR for $150,000. Maintenance costs proved too 
costly, at $6,000 a year, for Nanaimo and citizens 
voted, last December, to turn it over to the govern¬ 
ment for development as a provincial pafk. 


The isjand is not included in Nanaimo city limits 
but B.C.’s plans include building a bridge connecting 
the island with Nanaimo and utilizing extensive 
buildings and improvements provided by the CPR.

“I shall remain at my post," 
he told the General Assembly 
as delegates leaped to their 
feet with a thunderous 
ovaUon.

Hammarskjold’s statement

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A Commonwealth Problem 


W/HATEVER the result of - the 
” South African referendum on 
which depends the decision to remain 
a dominion or become a republic, its 
( statu* in the Commonwealth de¬ 
mands serious study by other mem¬ 
ber nations. 

As it now stands. South Africa 
is a fully fledged and founder mem¬ 
ber of the Commonwealth. However, 
It has now become clear, particularly 
through Prime Minister Diefenbak- 
er’s recent statement before the 
Commonwealth and Empire Law, 
Conference, that the Commonwealth 
prime ministers have agreed among 
themselves that if South Africa be¬ 
comes a republic it will have to 
make special application to remain 
within the organization. 

On receipt of thi* application— 
and on the unanimous consent of all 
Commonwealth members—South Af¬ 
rica will be readmitted. If the con¬ 
sent is not unanimous then South 
Africa will, in effect, be expelled. 

Various interpretations have been 
placed on this decision; among them 
is one that sees this action not as 
censuring South Attica’s move to be¬ 
come a republic but rather a con¬ 
demnation of its apartheid policies 
which are incompatible to the spirit 
of the body as a whole. 

Does this then mean that the 
Commonwealth has now established 
a rule of entry contingent solely upon 
political ideologies? To give cre¬ 
dence to this view is the fact that 


many other member nations have 
become republics but have automati¬ 
cally retained their Commonwealth 
membership. Thus, South Africa has 
been singled out of all the nations 
for this treatment. Never before has 
a vote been necessary. 

If. as it seems, political policies 
are to be the criterion of member¬ 
ship, then is it not time that similar 
action be taken against the Republic 
of Ghana—a totalitarian state where 
all opposition to the government is 
silenced? 

If the formula is to be applied 
.to one, then In all fairness it must 
be applied to all. 

If this plan of action is to be fol¬ 
lowed it is obvious that South Africa 
will not bo readmitted. At least three 
Commonwealth states — all republics 
—will vote against her: Ghana, India 
and Pakistan. 

Then' is also another aspect 
which should be considered by* the 
Commonwealth prime ministers re¬ 
gardless of their personal feelings 
about the vicious policy of apartheid. 
As long as South Africa remains in 
the Commonwealth its African pop¬ 
ulation will have a number of cham¬ 
pions to take up its cause—cham- 
oions with direct access to the high¬ 
est office of that country. 

If the mantle of the Common¬ 
wealth is removed from South 
Africa, these unfortunate people will 
have no voice—and no hope. 


Can’t Please Everyone 


IF THE public works committee of 
■* the city council cannot come to * 
some decision soon over the proposal 
to regulate advertising signs the 
council had better forget the whole 
thing and let people put up anything 
they like. 

Proceedings in committee have 
become farcical and are bringing the 
council into ridicule. The committee 
is now debating the fourth draft by- 
hw, and its members seem to be as 
widely in disagreement with it and 
with one another as they were over 
the first, second snd third drafts. No 
wonder Mayor Scurrah shows signs 
of losing patience. % 

The trouble with the committee 
appears to be due to its efforts to 
create rules that will please eiJery- 
one. That is patently Impossible with 


almost all civic issues—and with this 
one in particular. No matter what 
regulations are finally agreed upon, 
if they ever are, some of those af¬ 
fected arc going tb feel aggrieved. 

Now one of the aldermen on 
the committee wants to have the 
merchants polled for their opinions 
on what sort of rules there should 
be. That would be about as useful 
as asking a hundred children what 
they would like for a five-course din¬ 
ner. The committee could be sure 
of getting as many different answers 
as there are merchants. 

Either regulation is necessary or 
it Isn’t. That is the first decision that 
will have to be made. If it is, then 
the council will have to determine 
what the rule* should be. and be pre¬ 
pared to brave the anger of those 
who are displeased. 


Imbalance at the UN 


POLLOWING Premier Khrush- 
-* chev's proposal that the UN's sec¬ 
retariat be governed by three men— 
representing the Western, neutralist 
and Communist nations—has come 
the idea of reorganization of the 
world body. The UN is a far differ¬ 
ent institution today from that cre¬ 
ated in 1945. 

It is suggested for instance that 
the distribution of seats in several 
of the UN agencies be revised. A 
change in certain particulars may be 
due. The UN now embraces moat 
countries of the world. Nearly a 
hundred member states belong. 

A three-man secretariat, with 
each having the power to veto, would 
reduce the UN to impotence. This 
is what Mr. Khrushchev would like, 
but few others outside the Commu¬ 
nist bloc. The Security Council could 
Rtand revision however. It is absurd 
that the Formosa regime should re¬ 
main as a permanent member. As 
the largest and most influential of 
the neutralist states India has war- 
' rant for taking its place. 

If changes are to be in order 
there are other anomalies worth not¬ 
ing. The Communist and fellow- 
travelling states don’t mention them, 
but they are equally important. 

For example the United States 
foots the bill for 32 per cent of the 


annual UN budget. By contrast its 
chief rival the U.S.S.R., which boasts 
of its might and wants to make the 
UN its handmaiden, is levied only 13 
per cent. Britain pays 8 per cent, 
Canada 3 per cent, and, Ghana 0.07 
per cent. Some of the newly-fledged 
African members won’t be able to 
contribute anything. 

The maxim that the tune is being 
called by him who pays the piper ob¬ 
viously doesn’t apply. 

UN voting presents another dis¬ 
parity. The Soviet Union has three 
votes, all other states one. America 
could be excused for asking equal 
voting status with Russia. It is pa¬ 
tently inconsistent also that "baby” 
states unable to undertake UN obli¬ 
gations—a condition of their mem¬ 
bership-should rank equally with 
the major powers upon whom the 
burden of the UN falls. Not for dec¬ 
ades will some of these new member 
states have either the understanding 
or the resources to be of the slightest 
help to the UN. 

Yet their votes carry the same 
weight 

The UN has so altered since its 
inception there may be cause for 
some reorganization to keep the bal¬ 
ance. But not only in the way the 
Communist bloc thinks. The major 
Western powers suffer from the pres¬ 
ent imbalance.

Like Being in Prison

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W EST Berlin - It’s like livlnp in a 
prison with Invisible bars,** tfie 
woman said, pointing across the border 
to a row of apartment houses in East 
Berlin. . ' «* • * 

She lived in one of those apartments 
and she had crossed the border tQ shop. 
She spoke freely a* she waited for a bus, 
but she was afraid to give me her name. 

The Reds, she said, had adopted a tech¬ 
nique of the Hitler era in installing a 
“hausobman" or manager in each apart¬ 
ment building. He is the official spy. 

The hausobman* authority is complete. 
He makes constant personal checks on 
his “tenants” snd inspections of their 
apartments. He can enter at any hoar. 
He keeps records of all visitors. Ke hands 
out the monthly potato and coal ration 
cards. He registers the deaths and 
births. 

East Berliners are allowed to make 
only over night trips to West Berlin. The 
hausobman keeps a record of his tenants' 
movements. If one spends more than one 
niXht in Wool Berlin, the hausobman 


must report it to the Communist police. 

East Berliners who enter the West zon«r 
to visit, shop or work wear the same ex¬ 
pression, e tight, fearful look that re¬ 
main*. even when they laugh. 

“It’s the constant nervous strain, the 
fret that no one can trust his neighbor, 
no one can express an opinion." said Hel¬ 
mut Wahnke, 31. who runs a dry cleaning 
establishment in the Zeuthen district of 
West Berlin, near the East tone border. 

«*The food and the clothing over there 
era bed, but you can live with that. You 
cen t live with fear ” 

The most dread word in East Berlin 
is "^tzelsystem.'’ It’s the term applied 
to the Communist espionage system that 
reaches into every public Institution, 
every place of employment, apartment 
houses snd even homes. 

An East German would never dare to 
make a political comment, even in jest, 
during a telephone conversation. The 
phone lines are tapped by the SSD. the 
Communist party security service. There 
is no such thing as “personal^ mail.

A PROPOS the somewhat haggard 
look UR. Vice-President Nixon 
wore during hia television debate 
with Senator Kennedy a week ago, a 
Chicago newspaper suggests hia lace 
fall into the wrong hands. 

There's a suspicion that the make¬ 
up men were Democrats, who 
wouldn't want him to outhandaome 
Kennedy. 

Nature has probably given Ken¬ 
nedy the advantage, but in personal 
photography—whether by way of 
television, passport photo or house¬ 
hold snapshot —'the camera does. 
things nature never dreamed of. 

The little passport picture, tor in¬ 
stance, is surely the great betrayer. 

A photo of this type supposedly re¬ 
veals the rent person, and since it so 
often resembles those ether pictures 
that bear numbers beneath this is a 
devastating thought. 

How immigration officers reconcile 
some passport pictures with the 
faces that present them is a minor 
mystery. I have worried myself lest 
I be taken for an imposter. But per¬ 
haps (ha immigration people an in 
tha camera'! secret, or can sense the 
goodness behind a faoe. 

If the camera can undo a person, 
however—especially his or her ego 
—It may flatter the subject when the 
latter has been properly cosmetized 
for the photograph. If this were not 
so no bathing beauty would- ever 
make the celluloid parade. 4 * 
Beauty is not essential io acting, 
aa one may note when a performer 
denied looks but endowed with art¬ 
istry appear* on the screen. But a 
pleasing appearance helps, and paint 
and pigment have always been part 
of the theatrical world. 

And the glare of movie lights, and 
even more so the merciless exposure 
of television, hag exaggerated the 
need for make-up aids. 

* * * 

Hence the treatment of the Ken- 
nedy-Nixon facet for their celebrated 
political debate. Hence, too. the sug¬ 
gested sabotage of the Nixon coun¬ 
tenance. 

Revelation of these things puts a. 
damper on one'* enjoyment of beau¬ 
teous movie and television maids. 
They may not be what they seem to 
be. after all They are creatures of 
make up artists who try to deceive 
even the camera. A date with one 
of them could be disillusioning. 

In Loa Angeles they will tell you 
that the most beautiful gulf are not 
to be found in Hollywood studio# but 
serving in stores or restaurants. One 
needn't go to Los Angeles to find this 
out. When in newsreels the arrival 
of celluloid celebrities at picture 
premieres or Oscar nights is shown, 
the shock Is opt to he unbelievable. 

The glamorous stars appear sadly 
lacking in glamorous looks. 

In truth I suppose as many good- 
looking girls may be seen on Victoria 
streets a* on Hollywood Boulevard. 
Even more, perhaps. * 

There are obviously different make¬ 
up standards for movie shootings 
and candid-camera work. The pret¬ 
ties arriving lor a premier* are al¬ 
ready made up.' but not to the 
nuances of actual film or telecast 
performance. 

It is these nuance* that, seemingly, 
have lot Mr. Nixon down. Facial 

make up on a man must make Him 
feel a bit queer anyway and perhaps 
this and not the Democrats accounted 
for hia haggard looks. 

There is a warning for politicians 

in this, however; to ensure that the 
make up artist's skill coincides with 
the way he casts his vote.

P RIME Minister Diefenbaker made 
a line speech at the United Na¬ 
tions. I say that with no reserva¬ 
tions. 

He ticked off Khrushchev snd the 
Soviet record. Ho made a strong 
pitch for disarmament He plugged 
aid for Africa and his food bank 
plan. He praised Eisenhower's re¬ 
straint and wisdom, and in genera! 
supported the UA position on press¬ 
ing UN snd world problems. 

The PM proved that in spite of the 
government s search for an independ¬ 
ent foreign policy, wjien the chips are 
down Canada is aoltdly behind tha 
lii. In its role of leader of the free 

world. 

Further proof of this name the 
next day. A year ago Canada voted 
with the UA to esclude the' question 
of the admission of Red China from 
the UN agendo, but bluntly warned 
the U.S. that it would b* the last 
tlm* Canada would so vote. 

On Tuesday Canada voted for a 
U S. motion to qtelude the Chinese 
question from Hie agenda. 

* * * 

Diefenbaker’s speech also made it 
dear that Canada has rejoined the 

(IA. Britain, France and Italy in in¬ 
sisting that adequate safeguards ac¬ 
company any international agreement 
to ban nuclear testing. 

Last February, and presumably to 
Impress India and other Asian coun. 
tries, the policy enunciated by For¬ 
eign Minister C.reen was that 'Toe 
Canadian government is opposed to 
further nuclear tests, period." This 
position, without any provision for 
safeguards against surreptitious re¬ 
sumption of tests, it also the posi¬ 
tion of Russia. 

in hia speech last week Diefen- 
baker listed “an end to nuclear test¬ 
ing" among eight measures deserv¬ 
ing urgent attention. 


T need hardly-stress,’ he said, “the 
significance of early agreement on 
measures like those carried out under 
appropriate verifications and inspec¬ 
tion, for there can be no dissipation 
of tear unless there it control and in¬ 
spection." 

That's about as far aa you can ex¬ 
pect the government to go in renounc¬ 
ing Its aberration of last February.

It was a straight from Ihe-shouider 
speech, with none of tha twistings 
and convolutions that characterize 
Diefenbaker'a speeches on domestic 
matters. H* mid things—for ex¬ 
ample. on the Soviet nuclear threat 
—that presented a much starker and 
more ominous picture than he ha* 
cared to expose to Canadian view. 

- The PM's reproachful assessment 
of Khrushchev's record ref tec to 
Diefenbaker'.* disillusionment with 
the Russian leader after Russian boy¬ 
cott of the Pari* summit conference 
and the Geneva disarmament talks. 
As a consequence, there la bound to 
be a new chill in Canadian relation* 
with Moscow and the Soviet satel¬ 
lite*. Already Polish Premier Go- 
mulka has slapped back at Dieten- 
baker. The Russians probably will 
not. They rate us on a level with 
Poland- an Important satellite, but 
not worthy of their personal atten¬ 
tion. 

On Diefenbaker’i return to Ottawa, 
tha statesman quickly reverted to the 
politician. An organization called the 
Council of Ethnic Groups sent a dele¬ 
gation 10 meat film at the airport and 
laud hia condemnation of Soviet 
domination of the lotellite nation#. 
Diefenbaker had the testimonial 
mimeographed and distributed aa a 
press release. In the Toronto-Trinlty 
byelection two years ago the ethnic 
vote went Liberal.

Thp popular theory 
In that trumping part 
jw»r’» bcp U th« worst 
crimp on the bridge 
calendar. Actually, 
there are not a few 
situation* where the 
bent play you can 
make is to trump 
partner’* trick which 
to the equivalent of 
trumping his ace. 

Nevertheless, it re¬ 
quires courage to 
trump that trick when 
It to an are, so if you 
want partner to ruff 
a trick if he can, it la 
best not to lead thfr 
are If you can avoid it. 

With no assurance 
that his side could 
make game. North’s 
double of two hearts 
geemed to offer the surest profit, with the possibility. 
that it might atso he the largest. East rescued on th«?J 
theory that anythlnj else would be better than t\tfb 
hearts, and West’s re-rescue to three diamonds put 
East and West In a contract they could make against 
anything but razor-sharp defence. Rather than accept 
a small penalty* North South bid their own vulnerable 
game. 

West opened the king of hearts and won the trick. 
Had he continued witn the ace the "natural" play -1 
perhaps East would have trumped It. perhaps not. 
From West’s lead of the high card. East might have 
assumed that his partner wanted to hold the trick. 

But WesT gave hrs'"partner no problems. He led 
a card high enough to force a trump from declarer In 
case it were South who held thK singleton, but low 
enough to be sure that East would ruff if he could 
do so. Furthermore, his choice of the Jack of hearts 
left East in no doubt what suit West wanted' re¬ 
turned after he had trumped the trick’. 

In playing back a club. It was necessary only to 
select a card that would force an honor from South’s 
hand. A low club would have allowed declarer to let 
the lead ride to dummy’s ten. By leading tjie king, 
East forced South to cover tilth the ace. With the 
Jack-nine remaining over dummy’s ten eight, after 
West trumped the club East still had a sure club 
trick with which to ?et the contract.

It Isn't the easiest thing In the 
world to buy dalfodil bulbs. Not 
because they are In short supply— 
tar from it—but because there ia 
such a bewildering array of varieties 
that it Is hard to make a choice and 
in. price they run all the way from 
$1 a dozen for the little Jonquils to 
$42 a bulb for the exquisite Empress 
,—of Ireland. It occurred to me that 
it might serve sortie useful purpose 
if I listed a few of the less expensive 
kinds which have done well in my 
garden. 

With all the new varieties ap¬ 
pearing on the bulb counters and in 
the catalogues, I still have a strong 
affection for .King Alfred, probably 
the beet known of all the yellow 
trumpet kinds. It is a sturdy grower 

- an important point when you con¬ 
sider the violent gales and rain 
storms we experience in the spring 

- and Its flowers are held high on 
long straight stems, lasting a long’ 
time both in the garden and as a cut 
flower. King Alfred is a real old- 
timer and has been a great favorite 
ever aince 1899. Top-stze bulb, sell 
for about $2.50 a dozen. 

A * * 

A lovely pure white trumpet daf¬ 
fodil is Beersheba. not as big nor as 
strong as King Alfred, but an excel¬ 
lent performer. For best effect, this 


-Lqne- should be massed in biggish 
. clumps— two dozen or more bulbs 
together—for while a massive drift 
of Beersheba has a pure and ethereal 
look about it. smaller clumps tend to 
appear wishy-washy. Bulbs of Beer¬ 
sheba can be bought for $2.75 a 
dozen. 

Another good white daff I* Mount 
Hood, a comparative newcomer 
which made its debut In 1955. The 
perianth ia a pure, snowy white and 
the trumpet a pale cream shade, 
blooming a little later than Beer¬ 
sheba. Price $2.55 a dozen. 

Coming now to those varieties 
with smaller trumpets, one of the 
most popular and outstanding is 
Fortune. This is a gem of a flower. 
Standing 20 inche* tall, with a deep 
lemon yellow perianth and a very 
large and long cup of coppery 
orange, beautifully fringed. Fortune 
•el|s for about $2.50 a dozen, a little 
less by the hundred. 

* * A ;--- 

Marshal Tsjoekof—don't ask me 
how to pronounce it—la another 
variety of the same general type, 
making a very large orange-and 
white flower. The perianth la snow- 
white, the cup two-toned, apricot 
edged with orange, very frilly, and 
this flower ia exceptionally good for 
pot culture. Price $2.30 a dozen., 
Carlton is another double-purpose 
bulb, good both for garden decora¬ 


tion and foi forcing in bowls.'Stand¬ 
ing 18 inrhea tall, the immense flower 
is a qlehr^aoft yellow throughout 
and 46 Reasonably priced at $2.05 a 

Among the small-cupped types. 
Firetatl has been a consistent per¬ 
former with me. well worth its 
room in the garden. The flower is a 
creamy while with a frilly cup of 
orange scarlet and the bulbs sell fdf - 
$2.20 a dozen. 

A A * 

For my money. Just about the 
most reliable Poet’s narcissus for 
garden decoration is Cheerfulness, 
with several double white flowers on 
each stem, each with a faint tinge of 
green, creating a cool and restful 
effect, especially in large groupings. 
Cheerfulness forces well, although 
It is not one of the early birds, and is 
priced at $1.85 a dozen. 

In the Trlandrus group, my 
choice is one called Silver Chimes— 
not too well known yet, as it is only 
seven years old, but a reap beauty. 
Silver Chimes could easily be mis¬ 
taken for a hardy Paper White nar¬ 
cissus, with six or seven flowers per 
stem, but the individual flowers are 
bigger and with thicker, stronger 
petals. This is a grand bulb to grow 
in an unheated greenhouse or sun- 
porch as well as in the open garden 
and is priced at $3.05 a dozen in my 
most recent list.

Astaire Show Best Ever 


Fred Astaire said that this year's 
show would be his beat and I think 
that it was. It’s pretty hard to top 
tha very first of the Fred Astaire 
•hows becase It was—well, tha first. 

It had Impact, freshness, origin¬ 
ality. Everything afterwards would 
have to lose a bit 

But. in the face of all that this 
Show grabbed you by the throat 
right at the outset and it never let go. 
Not only did it set a new high mark 
for television, but it set a new high 
mark for anything else. Where else 
—on stage or screen or nightclubs or 
anywhere else—would you see a song 
number as witty, as stylish, as en¬ 
gagingly exuberant, impishly alive as 
"Miss Otis Regrets"? There hasn't 
been anything that mixed melody, 
civilized lyrics, charm, style, and 
grace like that on Broadway since 
the far-off days of “Tha Bandwagon* 


I which starred Mr. Astaire) or “As 
Thousand* Cheer."

Then there was that number In 
which the Fred Astaire dancers 
spoofed their own versatility—doing 
Russian, Spanish, gypsy, calypso and 
what have-you dances. It was a sort 
of roundelay of the dance and I don't 
think I ever saw anything like it. 
Now that the Ice has been broken. I 
Imagine a lot of choreographers will 
do it again. 

Again, Mr. Astaire was teamed 
with Barrie Chase who has greatly 
improved as a dancer. The body was 
something to be reckoned with but 
the skill with which sha uses It has 
advanced mightily. This time instead 
of Jonah Jones, Mr. Astaire gave us 
Count Basie's marvellous band. Basie 
Six* Astaire did "Sweet Georgia 
Brown” together with a delicacy and 
lightness, fresh as spring water. 


Alwaye Astairs presents a bluet 
ballad played and sung—but this one, 
I thought, was Just better than tha 
previous one. More complex, both 
choreographic-ally, melodically and 
storywiae, more finished, more com¬ 
plete, more emotionally satisfying. 

Th* gwat thing about the Astaira 
shows - all of them—is that they 
make no apologies end no stoopings 
to popular tastes. Mr. Astaire does 
the best he can which is very good 
indeed (and sometimes Just about 
perfection) and the public digs It all 
right. Whenever you find a performer 
worried about the limits of popular 
taste, you may safely set It down 
that he's really worried about tha 
limits of his own talent. 

The other great thing about theaa 
shows ia that they are pure television. 
You won’t find them anywhere else, 
and you won’t find anything this good 
anywhera else.

Dr. Parsons told members of 
the CMA's Alberta division last 
week he had watched an old 
friend "gradually lose faith in 
me and everyone else” because 
his family refused to allow his 
true illness to be disclosed. 

“A man's mind, body and 
life are his own possession.” 
said Dr. Parsons. "Person¬ 
ally. 1 feel that one should 
usually be tipld the truth.” 

This ethical problem applies 


particularly to the cancer pa¬ 
tient. Sometimes, in these 
cases, it is difficult to know 
"Just what 1* the truth. 

"As on* gets older." sug¬ 
gested the CMA president, “It 
is easier te say ’1 don’t know,' 
if this applies."

NANAIMO—Newcastle Island, for which the B.C. 
government has million-dollar plans (See Page 1.), 
once was a thriving Coney Island-style holiday island 
for Vancouverites and Vancouver Islanders. 

The old buildings, wading 
pools and other attractions 
are still standing and in fair 
condition. The CPR purchased 
the Island in the early 1930s 
and developed It as a counter- ] 
attraction to Uhlon Steam¬ 
ships Bowen Island In Van 
couver waters.

The company built a wharf, 
swimming facilities, dance 
hall and restaurant, and ran 
special boats from Vancouver 
bringing up to 5.000 holiday¬ 
makers to the island in one 
day.

“If the way is cleared for 
a low level bridge, we would 
be ready to start on it (the 
bridge) In a couple of years.^" 
Mr. Westwood said. Negotia¬ 
tions have already started 
with Ottawa officials. The 
bridge would cross Exit Chan 
nel, which Is classed as navig¬ 
able waters, but is used only 
by smaller craft such as 
yachts and tugs. 

Parking facilities would be 
provided for 500 cars at two 
places near the main park 
facilities, but cars would not 
be allowed to drive around 
the Island. 

W ILDER NEKA AREA 

The Island Is one of the few 
accessible places yet un 
touched by logging and wild 
erness areas and primitive 
walk • in campsites will be 
preserved.

OPPOSITE RIDE 

On the opposite side of the 
island Is Kanaka Bay. a favor¬ 
ite spot for Nanaimo fisher¬ 
men — but little known by 
others- where In August and 
September the heavyweight 
spring salmon lurk about as 
they wait to go up the Nan¬ 
aimo River. Here picnic and 
beach developments are 
planned. Just off Kanaka Bav 


are five little islands, known 
locally as the Five Finger*. 

It la close to Kanaka Bay 
that primitive camping sites 
will be provided to give young 
folk, under parental guid¬ 
ance. their initial experience 
in the art of camping. 

beaver lake 

In the centre of Newcastle 
Island ts Beaver Lake and It 
ia around this shallow fresh 
water lake it Is planned to 
create % wilderness and wild¬ 
life rone. Thia potential, park 
officials believe, could well be¬ 
come the outstanding attrac¬ 
tion of the island. 

"If developed in such a way 
as to fully capitalize on the 
great variety of adlarent flora 
and fauna, it.stand* to he the 
most important exhibit and 
study centre in British Co¬ 
lumbia.” Mr. Westwood aald. 

first park 

Mr. Westwood said New¬ 
castle Island will probably be 
the first park in £C. to de 
part from the established pro¬ 
vincial park program of pro¬ 
viding rustic wilderness type 
facilities, although newly-de¬ 
veloped areas of Newcastle 
will probably follow the tradi¬ 
tional pattern which has be¬ 
come so popular in B.C. 

But. there are thousands of 
dollars’ worth of buildings 
still in fairly good condition 
on Newcastle Island and these 
will be renovated and brought 
up to park standards. 

SCORER OF TABLES 

There are scores of covered 
family and group picnicking 
tables and community kitchens 
that will require little work 
to put them In first-clasa con 
dition. 

Tennis courts and wading 
pool would be brought back 
to first-class condition and 
there is already a bandstand 
shell, two ball fields and 
bleachers, shuffleboard courts 
and covered horseshoe pitches. 
PICNIC TABLES 

Wilderness nature trails al 
read).’ lead around the island 
and picnic tables and other 
facilities are to be found at 
each of the several sandy 
swimming and sunning 
beaches. 

Development of Newcastle 
Island will go a long way to 
solve Nanaimo’s problem of 
finding a way to entice tour¬ 
ists to linger awhile in Na¬ 
naimo. instead of driving right 
through the city without stop^ 
ping.

B.C. to Spend $1,000,000 on Nanaimo’s Newcastle Island 


By ALEC MERRLMAN 
(Colonist Outdoor* Writer) 

NANAIMO — Preliminary plan* for a 
$1,000,000 park development which would make 
Nanaimo't Newcastle Island the outstanding pro¬ 
vincial park in all of Canada, have been disclosed 
by Recreation Minister Earle Westwood. 


A start will be made this winter, If Nanaimo 
. city council approves the preliminary plan, Mr. 
Westwood told this reporter during a walk around 
the Island. 

He said that while no actual cos( estimates 
have been made, development over a period of 
years "may cost $1,000,000.” 


The 750-acre Newcastle Island, three-quarters 
the size of Vancouver’s Stanley Park, wa* pur¬ 
chased by the City of Nanaimo in 1955 from the 
CPR for $150,000. Maintenance costs proved too 
costly, at $6,000 a year, for Nanaimo and citizens 
voted, last December, to turn it over to the govern¬ 
ment for development as a provincial park. 


The island is not included in Nanaimo city limits 
but B.C.’s plans include building a bridge connecting 
the island with Nanaimo and utilizing extensive 
buildings and improvements provided by the CPR.

The 750-acre Newcastle Island, three-quarters 
the size of Vancouver's Stanley Park, was pur¬ 
chased by the City of Nanaimo in 1955 from the 
CPR for $150,000. Maintenance coats pioved too 
coetly, at $6,000 a year, for Nanaimo and citizens 
voted, last December, to turn it over to the govern¬ 
ment for development as a provincial park. 


The island is not included in Nanaimo city limits 
bufB.C.’s plans include building a bridge corinecting 
the island with Nanaimo and utilizing extensive 
buildings and improvement* provided by the CPR.

UNITED NATIONS, 
N.Y. (UPI) — Secretary- 
Gen e r a I Dag Hammar- 
skjold, in one of the most 
dramatic moments of 
United Nations history, 
yesterday defied Nikita S.

“I shall remain at my post." 
he told the General Assembly 
as delegates leaped ' to their 
feet with a thunderous 
ovation. 

MEETING PROPOSAL 
Hammarskjold’s statement 
highlighted A day In which 
Indian Prime Minister Jaws, 
htrlal Nehru asked the Assem¬ 
bly to bark a neutralist pro¬ 
posal for a meeting between 
President Eisenhower and 
Soviet Premies- Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, and In which 
Khrushchev agreed to such a 
meeting If Eisenhower would 
condemn the U-2 and RB47 
plane incidents. 

Khrushchev, who had called 
on Hammarskjold “to muster 
up enough courage to resign, 1 
pounded his desk in a drum¬ 
beat of disapproval at the sec¬ 
retary-general proclaimed defi¬ 
ance of the Soviet demand. 
ENDORSE MOTION 
Despite Elsenhower's rejec¬ 
tion of the neutralist call tor 
meeting between him end 
Khrushchev, Nehru asked the 
Assembly to endorse unani¬ 
mously a resolution containing 
the proposal. 

Action on the measure was 
postponed last night by t vote 
of 45 to 8 until Wednesday at 
the request of Argentina. The 
delaying vote was taken over 
the objection of Ghana, whose 
President Kweme Nkrumah 
was one of the sponsors of 
the resolution. 

GIVEN STAND 

Hammarskjold was given 
the stand at the start of yester¬ 
day afternoon’s meeting to re¬ 
ply to Khrushchev's resigna¬ 
tion demand. The Russian 
wanted Hammarakjold's post 
abolished and replaced by 
three-member presidium, ea 
of whom would have a veto 
over UN action. 

Khrushchev's plan for his 
replacement, Hammarskjold 
said, “would make It impos- 
slhle to maintain an effective 
executive” at the top of the 
UN secretariat. 

"By resigning, I would, 
therefore, at the present dlfft 
cult end dangerous Juncture 
throw the organization to the 
winds." he said.
